If this 
were true, then there is all the more 
reason for them so to live that he 
shall not get the chance, But any- 
body who says this about reporters as 
aclass either lies or does not un- 
derstand what he is talking about. 
There are three kinds of reporters, to 
wit: Good reporters; good reporters, 
with bad qualities; and bad reporters, 
with good qualities. The first class 
consists of those who ferret out all 
the facts concerning a given subject, 
and then dress up the facts readably. 
They discover naked events and 

e them with costumes of bewitch- 
ing rhetoric. The second class are 
those who, without patience or en- 


root out all the facts, content them- 

selves with a general view of the sub- 

ject and a few main incidents to sup- 
ort the structure. 85

In some re- 
spects he isthe most useful man on 
the staff, for his quibs and cranks do 
more to promote the salubrity of the 
reader than the whole Board of 
Health. But that isn't saying much. 

The ponderous writer is always safe. 
No one expécts him to say anything 
refreshing or orriginal, and he never 
surprises public expectations. But to 
be perpetually expected to amuse is 
to be compelied,to assume the atitude 
of a commedian behind the footlights.

In the midst of a violent attack of 
spleen he must pop off a bunch of 
smart and good-natured bon mots. 
This is trying to the constitution, and 
it is scarcely to be wondered at ‘that 
professional jokers are like the wicked, | 
in that they do not live one half their 
days.

Now that Conkling has shown that 
he thought cheek more potent than 
honesty, the time has come for 
quenching this overbearing spirit 
which forms the strength of his class 
of politicians. There can be no doubt 
that the rebuke which he has received 
is just, and arises directly from an 
honest contempt of hiscourse. While 
in Europe the leading Republican pa- 
pers of New York referred to Conk- 
ling in the highest terms, and counted 
upon his aid in giving tangible form 
to the reform movement in New York. 
They described the political outlook as 
‘particularly favorable, and called upon 
Conkling as the man who could under- 
stand and control the situation in 
New York for his party interests. In- 
stead of that he has, as usual with pol- 
iticiang relied once too often upon the 
blind obedience of partizans, and now 
finds himself without the lines. 

He has seen clearly the sophistry of 
his own arguments in regard to the 
unconstitutionality of Mr. Hayes’ or- 
der, and the origin and vicious ten- 
dency of this office brokerage was well 
known to Mr. Conkling. He knew 
that the First Congress gave the Pres- 
ident unrestricted power in the matter 
of removal from office, and that the 
patriotism of the first Presidents alone 
prevented an abuse of this power. He 
also knew that Jackson inaugurated a 
vicious precedent in giving to party an 
undeserved prominence, and that the 
growth of our relations and duties has 
only served to bring out clearly the 
nature of this evil. Through Daniel 
Webster, then Secretary of State, 
President Harrison issued a circular 
in 1841 entirely similar to that of 
President Hayes. President Harrison 
said: : 

e will remove no incumbent from 
office who has faithfully and honestly 
acquitted himself of the duties of his 
effice, except in cases where such of- 
ficer has been guilty of active partsan- 
ship, or by secret means—the less 
manly and therefore the more objec- 
tionable- has given his official influ- 
ence to the purposes of party, thereby 


bringing the patronage of the Govern- 
ment in conflict with the freedom of 


elections.” - 

Conkling also knew that the Con- 
gress of these United States, in pass- 
ing the tenure of office law, has clearly 
acknowledged the “justice of Hayes’ 
position, and his order; when shorn of 
the features added by ranting politi- 
cians, is merely an acknowledgment of 
his belief in that law. Congress, the 
Supreme Court, and every authority 
in the land agree that this order is 
only in furtherance of the law passed 
by Congress. And the necessity for 
such reform cannot be doubted. Asa 
cotemporary well says: 

If the President is satisfied that the 
active participation of office holders in 
political party organizations tends, un- 
der existing circumstances, to inter- 
fere with the freedom of elections and 
the honesty of politics, and to demor- 
alize the public service and turn it in- 
to a party brokerage, it is his plain 
duty to forbid it. His order strikes 
at a great evil and a great danger in 


the sole tical way that is open to 
him, Salt She best sentiment of the 


country, as we believe, sustains him. 
— 


Professor Gunning, of Boston, is 
lecturing in San Francisco on “Man,” 
and his discourse is a fusilade against 
some of our pet theories.

3|Commissioner Williamson’s Cireular. 


J. A. Williamson, Commissioner of 
the General Land Office, has issued 
the following circular: 

shes e Oct. 

You are advised that all entries under 
the provisions of the Act entitled 
An Act to]provide for the sale of des- 
ert land in certain States and Territo- 
ries,” approved March 3, 1877 (U. S. 


Statutes at Large, volume 29, page y 


379), are hereby suspended. You will 
give public notice in some newspaper 
published nearest to the lands to all 
parties interested in such suspension; 
also of time and place where you will 
hear the testimony in regard to the 
character of the land entered under 
such law, All testimouy will be re- 
duced to writing and forwarded to 
this office. with your joint opinion 
thereon. 

The investigation must be most full, 
thorough and complete, showing 
whether any of the land entered un- 
der said Act will produce an agricult- 
ural crop without irrigation; whether 
any had been previously cultivated by 
parties residing thereon or now resi- 
dents, and whether any had been pro- 
tected from overflow by levees; wheth- 
er entries have been made by parties 
other than real applicents. Such de- 
velopment of the facts must be made 
as will fully protect the interests of 
the United States, prevent the success 
of fraud and secure the rights of all 
persons who have made entries in 
good faith under the law. If the par- 
ties in interest do not produce testi- 
mony to develop these facts, you will 
endeavor to procure the same your- 
selves.

And it was so, for 
the others were distanced easily, and 
thereby, as O'Kelly said, were no- 
where. He was never beaten, and 
no correct estimate of his speed could 
be determined; for no horse could be 
found fleet enough to put it to the 
test. After a short career of seven- 
teen months he closed it by walking 
ever the course for the King’s Plate 
in 1770, no horse daring to enter 
against him. He won for his owner 
more than £25,000, which in those 
days was a large sum. He was the 
sire of 324 winners that won £100,000. 

Lecenp oF Rocxiin.—During the 
excitement which prevailed at Rock- 
lin after the discovery that three white 
people had been murdered by China- 
men near that place, the citizens of 
the town, including the owners of the 
property destroyed, pulled down all 
the houses in the Chinatown of that 
place and notified the Celestials to 
leave within acertain time.

PROSSER CREEK. 
Lonkey & Smith’s Mill. 
During our present trip through 
the mountains at Truckee and vicinity, 
we described in an imperfect way, the 
industries which surround Prosser 
Creek or Camp 16, with one notable 
exception. Messrs. Lonkey & Smith 
have for years practically controled 
the Virginia trade in building mate- 
rial, and the firm has probably han- 


died more of this material than any, 


other firm on the river. During the 
season of 76 their mill on Prosser 
Creek was kept running night and 
day, and they also found it necessary 
to purchase from other mills. 
The firm consists of A. H. Hall, 
Tmckee; O. Lonkey and E. R. Smith, 
Virginia. The. Co. is known as the 
Nevada & California Lumber Co. 
The mill on Prosser Creek is run by 
water power, which is ample and em- 
ploys during the season about 40 men. 
The saws will cut 50˙000 feet per day. 
The company owns twelve miles of 
flume, and its capacity is practically 
unlimited. Our informant estimating 
that 500,000 feet could be carried to 
the mill in one day. The mill is net 
running during the present season 
owing to the depression in prices and 
demand, the company finding it 
more profitable to buy than to cut 
their own timber. The average pro- 
duction in former years has been: 4,- 
000,000 feet, and there will be work 
for six or eight years before it will be 
necessary *to move the mill. This
